1-idative proceeding? of the State has l>een every- 
where recognized. In many of the States large 
sums have been expended for this purpose and the 
expenditure has been invariably sar.ctioned and ap- 
proved by the people. It will i. e greatly regretted 
that our Legislature has refused to make the small 
appropriation asked for to effect the object of the bill 
by Mr. Trapnall. Such extreme nig-

They not only cheapened the cost of all building ma- 
terials in their line to the citizens, but also greatly increas- 
ed the trade of the city by supplying distuut points, aud 
were building up a new and larger bu-iness along all the 
accessible routes to the city— a business capable of Indefi. 
nite enlargement in the .South, and especially along the 
line of th • Nashville Railroad. That this was beneficial to 
the city cannot be denied, liut it lias all gone, and Mr. 
liredcn. whose experience enables him to see the great loss 
we have suffered , like every public-spirited citizen desires 
to see it restored.

A Ixmg Session — Captain Marshall's Lecture — Senate 
Bills Passed— The Bank Bill Passed the Senate —

Frankfort, Feb. 5, 3 P. M. 
If the resolution passed by both houses the other 
day to adjourn on tne 14th day of February next is 
to be construed literally, this is to be the longest 
session of any Legislature which has ever been con- 
vened since the "times that tried men's souls," the 
time when our forefathers "jit and bled and died" 
for libertv. The resolution which was introduced 
into the flouse of Representatives some time in Jan- 
nary provides that the Legislature shall adjourn on 
the*5th day of February next, but owing to the de- 
lays incidental to legislation the resolution aid not 
pass the Senate, and consequently was not signed 
by the Governor until the 3d of February, at which 
time it became a law. As the Democracy are "strict 
constructionists," we suppose they, of course, will 
havfrtj take the responsibility of extending the ses- 
sion of the Legislature one jear and ten days be- 
yond the time fixed by the constitution. If this 
construction is insisted upon, the only effect it will 
have, will be to place in the power of a bare majority 
the time of adjournment at any period. So, whether 
we leave here on the 15th or not, is a question v> hich 
must be solved bv time and Demccracv.

For a tailure to report the lists, as required by 
the first section 01 this oct, tor the space of thirty days, the 
bank so failiLg shall pay a fine of five hundred dollars, to 
be recovered by motion, in the name of the Common- 
wealth, in the Franklin circuit court, upon ten days' no- 
tice to such bank; and said court, in addition, shall, by pro- 
cess of contempt, compel the officers ot such bank to re- 
port such list. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of said board to lay before 
the Legislature at every session the lists so reported since 
the last session, with such report thereon as the board shall 
deem proper. 

Sec. 5. The notes of the banks of other States received 
or purchased by any bauk or branch at a discount from 
the nominal value of such notes, shall be embraced on said 
list; but it shall be sufficient to state the aggregate amount 
of such notes, and the aggregate amount and the rate of 
ciscount, without enumerating each note; aud where such 
i or purchased, it shall be stated ou 
the lists whether such notes have beeu or are iutcuded to 
be paid out by the bank or branch receiving or purchasing 
them; aud if paid 0J1, whether paid out at par or at a dis- 
count. 

The Senate also passed, by a large majority, the 
bill to increase the capital stock of the Commercial 
Bank six hundred thousand dollars and to authorize 
it to establish two branches. This bill places the 
Commercial ou something like an equality with the 
other banks. 

As the time of the Senate had been occupied all 
morning in the discussion of the bank question, the 
members decided to make a provisional arrangement 
for dinner, and adjourned without transactlig any 
furthtr business. 

In the House of Representatives to-day Mr. Ma- 
chen offered the following resolutions, which, under 
the rules of the House, is compelled to Ue one day 
upon the table: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth oj Kentucky, That our Senators in Congress be in- 
structed aud our Kepresentative* requested to favor the 
immediate admission of Kansas into the Union, according 
to the recommendations of the President in his message of 
the Jd inst , upon an equal footing with the other States ot 
the Union. 

Resolved, That the dominant division of the people of 
the Territory of Kansas having elected a Governor and 
other State officers, togsther with a legislature, according 
to the provisions of the Lecompton constitution, pledged 
to organize the government as soon as admitted into the 
Union under said constitution, and therefore provide for 
the calling of a convention to amend or reconstruct said 
constitution in accordance with the will of the people of 
said State. It is obvious that the immediate admission ot 
the State will termiuate all external agitation, and, lu a 
short time, must bring quiet to that distracted people; 
whereas the refusal to admit the State as now promised 
would certainly increase the excitement and prolon 
tion, which must be attended with serious evils, an 
terminate in results which every patriot would deplore. 

The House also passed a bill appropriating seven 
hundred dollars for the purpose of removing some 
"dornicks" and other obstructions in the headwaters 
of the Kentuckv river. The mountain boys will be 
enabled thereby to dispose of some of their rocks. 
The House also appropriated $18,000 toward the 
improvement of the Eastern Lunatic Asylum, which 
is reported to be in a wretched condition, and the 
additional sum of $19,000 for the purchase of a farm 
contiguous to the Asylum. 

The onlv question, aside from there, of any note 
was the bill ottered by Mr. Richardson, of Kenton, 
B few d ivs ago in regard to certain publications in 
the newspapers of the Commonwealth. Mr. R. ad- 
vocated the bili in a powerful and able speech, but 
before any action was taken the House took a re 
cess. I have great doubts about the passage of the 
bill. A great many members, whe never would 
have been members without the aid of the press, 
with that ingratitude which little minds invariably 
possess, seem determined, like the snake in the fa- 
ble to sting the hand which warmed them into life. 
Let all such be unmade as quickly as they were 
made, and let one breath of the entire press put out 
all such unworthy lights. ESTELLE.

The Chicago Post-Office Robbery. — Tbe 
Press gives tbe following particulars of this affair, 
already mentioned by telegraph: 

Van Geesen had been for a considerable length of 
time engaged in this nefarious letter stealing busi- 
ness. He u a man 23 or 24 years of age, and was 
formerly a clerk in the Lexington post-office. He 
was engaged as a clerk in the Chicago post-otiki in 
April last, since when be has appeared to conduct 
himself with great propriety. He first commenced 
stealing in th- month of July last, as Le stated after 
his arrest. Since that time, frequent complaints 
have come to Postmaster Price of money letters not 
reaching their destination. Mr. Price went to work 
to investigate the matter himself, and employ such 
aid-in so doing as he might require. 

The leakage was found to l>e in the 'Western mail- 
ing room. He proceeded by inquiring, in such a 
w ay as not to arouse suspicion, into the character, 
bum. and occupation w hen not on duty in tbe of- 
tice, of each of the clerks in this room. By this 
means he learned that Van Geesen (one t f the most 
upright men to all appearance in the office) had some 
.^500 of money loaned; that he had recently taken a 
house in Buffalo street, which he had furnished rich- 
ly at an expense of over $1,000, and that he was en- 
gaged to be married on the loth of February (this 
month) to an estimable young lady in Louiiville. 

Mr. Paul H. Dennis, special mail agent for this 
city, was then deputized to perform the more espe- 
cial part of a detective's duty. Procuring from 
Extern postoffice envelope properly stamped and 
rfp'stertd, a decoy package, or letter containing $50. 
ai d add. eased to a banker at Dixon, 111 , Wtis placed 
in th. mail to be made up by Geesen for that office. 
In the meantime cloie and secret watch was kept on 
the tuspected clerk. After making up the package, 
he went out to the privy, returning in a short time. 
The package, before it it ft the office, was found to 
be missing. Although satisfied that tbe clerk had 
taken it, no further step was taken until he left the 
tlfio* to go to supper, when Mr. Dennis proceeded to 
arrest him. The money which the letter had con- 
tained was found upon his person.

IN THE SENATE. 

Frankfort, Jan. 23, 1858. 

Mr. Irvine, from the Committee on Banks, made 
the following report, viz: 

The Committee on Banks ask leave to submit to 
the Senate the following report: 

The committee have received from each of the 
banks a rejiort in response to the interrogatories 
which, pursuant to the resolution of the Senate, 
were submitted to them by your committee. The 
responses are referred to as part of this report, and 
are herewith presented to the Senate. The commit- 
tee, supposing it would be more satisfactory to the 
Senate, have determined to present a consolidated 
statement of the means and liabilities of the various 
banks in the State, showing at one view their con- 
dition on the 31st of December, 1857, except the 
People's Bank, which only went into operation on 
the 26th of November, 1857 ? and has as yet done 
but verv little business. This condensed report is 
made out from the responses above referred to, and 
is as follows: 

[Here follows two large tables giving the condi- 
tion of the banks in detail — the substance of w Inch 
is contained in thi9 report.] 

By this report is shown that the re-ources of the 
banks amount to the sum of #28,526,321 21; and 
their entire liabilities to $26,102,886 48, leaving 
their contingent fund and surplus profits $2,423,- 
434 73; from which deduct $487,186 71, amount of 
suspended debt, leaves $1,936,248 02, clear p'ofi'*, 
over ar.d above all liabilities. 

From the examination the committee have l»een 
enabled to give these responses of the bankj, noth- 
ing is violation of their respective charters has been 
discovered, nor auytbing, in tbe opinion of the com 
mitte, demanding legislative interposition. Their 
present condition is deemed sound and satisfactory, 
and more especially in view of the severe ordeal 
through whic'ii they have recently passed, and from 
which they can hardly be regarded, even now, en- 
tirely relieved. 

Legislative interference with chartered barking 
institutions, Eot imperiouslv called for, is believed 
to be generally unwise, ana more particularly at a 
time of unexampled monetary depression. It tends 
to excite suspicion and impair public confidence, the 
latter so essential to effect the important objects for 
which banks are established. 

The banks iu Kentucky have had, and still have, 
and the committee think deservedly, the confidence 
of the country, at home and abroad, in a very emi- 
nent degree. " Their stock has very generally been 
above par, and they have furnished a currency, 
than which no State has had a better, and, until the 
recent embarrassment and derangement, exchang- 
at reasonable rate. 

Your committee also deem it matter cf high com- 
mendation to the banks of Kentucky that, during 
the most wide-.-pread and overwhelming monetary 
pressure and distress probably ever experienced in 
Europe or America, they have done what the banks 
in no other State in the Union have done, and what 
even the banks of the most powerful commercial na- 
tion upon the globe was unable to do; they have 
weathered the storm and maintained their ground, 
thus far at least, without suspension; while they 
have done tfcis, there have been but few failures in 
commercial or other pursuits and les* pecuniary 
pressure in this State, it is believed, than in any 
other part of the country. But the committee do 
not. by anv means, ascribe this favorable condition 
of Kentucky entirely to the judicious management 
of the banks — so far from it, the banks e in a 
great measure, their successful struggle, under so 
great and extraordinary pressure, and their present 
coudition, to tbe signal forbearance and confidence of 
the community. The people have very generally 
l>e*n satislied w ith the currency — the bank circula- 
tion—and have rarely manifested a desire to convert 
it into specie. But the banks have been much em- 
barrassed and crippled In their operations by tbe 
constant drain upon their specie basis by private 
bankers and brokers, and have necessarily l>een com- 
pelled to shape their course, and regulate their busi- 
ness, in view of it. 

Notwithstanding the very favorable opinion ex- 
pressed in this report of the condition and manage- 
ment of the banks, and notwithstanding the commit- 
tee are aware that it is actually necessary that the 
banks should deal in bills of exchange to an amount 
sufficient to keep up their specie basis, yet the com- 
mittee cannot withhold the expression of the opinion 
that the banks have extended their bill of exchange 
business to a disproportionate and unjustifiable 
amount, and to some extent have charged too great 
a rate of exchange, as will appear by reference to 
their responses. 

The committee have had under consideration the 
propriety of extending the charters of several of 
the banks, which will expire in a few years. The 
charter of the Bank of Louisville will expire on the 
1st of Januan r, 1863; of the Bank of Kentucky, the 
1** dav of Octolier, 1864; of the Northern Bank of 
Kentucky, the 1st day of May, 18j5. Tbe aggre- 
gate capiul of these bank, is $7,030,000, their ci<- 
culation $4,661,257. They are all in high credit, 
and the committee have come to the conclusion that 
it w ill l>e good policy to extend their present char- 
ters. It is very desirable for them to know, at an 
early day, whether they are to wind up when their 
charters expire, or whether their charters will be ex- 
tended. Their course in business would very much 
depend upon their known destiny, when their pres- 
ent charters expire. 

It is apprehended from the present indications 
that the States, in regard to currency and exchanges, 
will have to take care of themselves. Little can be 
expected from the general government. In that 
view, Kentucky can hardly hope to do better than 
to continue her present currency, and, of course, 



her pres°nt banking institutions. Tney are identi- 
fied with the brsiness of the country, and poseet*, 
in a great decree, i f s contid-nce. The e\»en-i >r>, at 
this time, of the chanersof the banks si udtd to, it 
is confidently believed, would have a tnrq lilizin? 
influence upon tLe public mkd, and affnd addi- 
tional as-urance of a continuing, Sound, aud stable 
cu'rercv. and of g»neral pro-pfrity.

Wbile. thfrefo-p, 'be extension of the chartered 
lives of the banks would certainly promote the in- 
terest of the ii dividual stockholders, and pecuniary 
interest of I lie St..te w ould Le promoted in an equal 
or greater ratie; conceding, as the committee do. 
that this pecuniary interest should be made to vUM 
to the general welfare, they are rot aware of any 
teriou.-Tv contemplated policy of attempting to dis- 
pense with the aid and facilities of State bank<. 
The banks of this Srate, and their branches, extend 
to almost every section of tbe State, and where lo- 
cated the people manifest no disposition to be rid cf 
them, and tho.-e sections which have not a conveni- 
ently acce'siole bank manifest an earnest desire for 
the h cation of a bank or branch iu their nmkt. 

Surrounded, as we are, with States flooded with a 
paper circulation, a purely metallic currency, how- 
ever desirable, would be an impossibility. While 
there is no dilkrence of op nion as to the superiority of 
the currency afforded by our own banks, w ith whose 
conditiou we are acquainted, and wnose soundness 
i* undoubted, o\er that a (folded by the banks of 
'tic- S'a'es. wloch would MOMMfftj Imv in upon 
the withdrawal of our own, tlie committee regard 
the currency aff rded by the bunks of this State as 
the full equivalent of a gold and silver currency. 
Tbe ease of tran. portation, and the facility of trans- 
acing busine-s, being more than equal to the trouble 
and delay of convening into coin, in a few instances 
ia which* such conversions are desirable, in the or- 
dinary business of tbe country. 

Tbe committee therefore assume that the policy 
of having our own State institutions is the settled 
policy of Kentucky, sanctioned by the unmistakably 
expressed wishes and conviction of the jeople for 
more than twenty years. 

The committee would not, under these circum- 
stances, regard it as the part of wudoni to prevent 
the continued existence of these banks, w hich have 
been tried by commercial convulsions as violent as 
any that we bave reason to expect in the future, Ind 
whose solvency and soundness, during a pericd of 
more than 20 years, have never been doubted for a 
single day. It will be seen, by an examination of 
the statement of the condition of these banks, that 
each of Jhem have a considerable amount of accu- 
mulated surplus profits. The Bank of Louisville 
has $170,358. The Bank of Kentucky $811,219, 
and the Northern Bank $454,480. If the whole sus- 
pended debt of these banks be deducted from the 
accumulations, there will still be found belonging to 
each a large surplus. This is really an addition to 
the capitals of those banks, upon which business has 
been legitimately done, and profits made, thereby 
considerably swelling the profits on tbe nominal 
capital of the barks. These profits might now be 
permitted to be legally converted into capital, and 
used for forming an additional branch to each of 
those banks, to be located at poiuis most destitute 
of, while needing and desiring bank fac lities. 

The committee have, in accordance with the 
views here presented, drawn up a bill, which, they 
report, for extending the charters of the Batik of 
Louisville, the Bank of Kentucky, and the Northern 
Bank of Kentucky. Among the few additional con- 
ditions imposed is that of each bank, within one 
year from the 1st of June next, locating an addi- 
tional branch. The committee have understood 
there are at least that numb, r of sections of the 
State destitute of banking facilities, yet greatly de- 
siring them, and fairly entitled to them by the 
amount of their business ar.d commeree. 

Tner- are restrictions which they wou'd feci dis- 
posed to favor, in a general law applicable to all the 
Min of issue in the State, which they are no: in 
favor of applving specially to these banks.

Broad street. He told'Mistress Ryan that his pro- 
pie were rich residents of Bangor, and about two 
weeks ago he led her to the by menial altar. Coombs 
by various representations induced his new wife to 
break up housekeeping and dispose of the more 
bulky articles of furniture, &c , while the rest should 
be packed up, and accompany her to his relatives in 
Bangor. A number of packages were taken ia 
charge by him, under the pretence that he was 
going to see them safe on board the Bangor boat, 
but, instead of so doing, it appears that he took 
them to a pawnbroker's shop and pawned them. 
Iieturning to hi* last made wife, he gave her live 
dollars, and, directing her to go on hoard the boat 
for Bango-, made some excuse for a temporary ab- 
sence, and left her to make the l>est of her way to 
Bangor, minus of every article of household goods, 
and not knowing a soul in the place. Disposing thus 
of his second wife. Coombs proceeded to Dedham. 
where he remained till yesterday, when he ventured 
to return to this city, and was shortly after arrested 
and committed te the Tombs to await examination 
en the charge of bigamy and larcenv.

A message was read from tbe Ma} or. retiming, 
objections to its passage, an ordinance 
license to huckster*, which is a* follows: 

Mayor's Otn< k, Feb. 4th, 1808. 
To the Common Council: 

I herewith return to your Board, with my objec- 
tions to its passage, a proposed ordinance entitled 
' An Ordinance granting Licence to Hucksters." 

First Objectior: Power to license any person todj 
business in our markets is not granted by tbe Cba-- 
ter. To such person?, only stall rect» can" be charged. 
Article 7. section 15. 

Toi- ordinance does not differ in principle from a 
former proposed ordinance granting such license, 
which the Major his already vetoed, and which, on 
mandamus pr«\el. the Ciicui' Court refu<ed to com- 
pel tLe Major loixtcuie by is.»uing licenses U'der 
said ordinance. A moid against Pitcher and U'olfurd. 
Until this decision be over, uled by the Court o! Ap- 
peals, it is obligntorv on the authorities of the city. 
By law no license ever issued or now exists to allow 
Hucksters to d > business in tlie markets. 

Second Objection: This ordmar.ee confers a priv- 
ilege on Hucksters only. They are one of a class of 
retailers named in the Charter, article C, section 3. 
first part. To grant such privilege cr immunity is 
express] v denied bv article 3, sec ion 12 

Third "< >tjection:"By article 3, section 12, it is de- 
clared that the General Council shall pass ordinan- 
ces to carry into effect the powers granted by the 
Charter. No power is granted to license Hucksters 
or any other person to buy or sell in tbe markets, and 
therefore no ordinance U* legal that exerts a power, 
as this does, that is not expressly granted by the 
Charter.

TUE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 0\ THE 
LECOJIPTOX COVSTITITI0X. 

Washington, Feb. 2. 1858. 
To the Senate and Hou*e of Representatlces: 

I have rectived from Mr. Calhoun. PrfsMent of 
the late Cjnstituii :: .1 Convention of Kansas, a 
copy, duly certified by himself, of the constitution 
framed by that body, with the expression of the 
hope that I would submit the same to the considera- 
tion of Congress, "with the view of the admission 
of Kam into the Union as an independent State." 
In compliance with this request I herewith transmit 
to Congress for its action the Cun>titut ; on of Kansas, 
with the ordinance respecting public lands, as well 
as the letter of Mr. Calhoun, dated Lecompton, the 
14ih ult.j by which they were accompanied. Hav- 
ing received but a single copy of the constitution 
and ordinance, I sei.d this to the Senate. 

A great delusion seems to pervade the public 
mind in relation to the cocdi'ion of parties iu Kan- 
sas. This arises from the difficulty of inducing the 
American people to realize the fact that any 
portion of them should be in a state of rebelliou 
against the government timer which they live. 
\\ hen we s.«ak of the affairs of Kansis we are apt to 
refer merely to the existence of two violent political 
parties in that Territory divided by the question of 
slavery, just as we 'peak of such parties in the 
States" This presents no adequate idea of the state 
of the case. The dividing lit.e there is not bet Ilea 
two political parties, both acknowledging ti e lawful 
existence of the government, but between those who 
are loyal t- thu government, and those who have 
end*avortd to destroy its existence by force and 
usurpation. — between tho-e who sustain and those 
who have done all in their power to overthrow the 
Territorial government establish, d by Cwg e--. 

This government they would b.ng since have sub- 
verted bad it not l*een protected from assaults by 
the troops of the United States. Such ha> been the 
condition of affaira since my inauguration. Ever 
since that period a large portion of the people of 
Kansas ha\e been in a state of reMliou against the 
government, with a military leader at their bead, 
of most turbu'ent and dangerous character. *They 
have never acknowledged, but have cjn-tantly de- 
nounced and defied, the government to which they 
owe allegiance, at d have l>een all the time in a state 
of resistance against its authority. 1 bey have all 
the time been endeavoring to subvert it and estab- 
lish a revolutionary government undtr the so-called 
Topt-ka Constitution in its stead. Even at this very 
moment the Topeka Legislature is iu session. Who- 
evsr has read the correspondence of Gov. Walker 
with the State Department, recently communicated 
to the Senate, will be convinced that this picture 
is not o. erdrawn. He always protested against Jhe 
w ithdrawal of any |>ortion of the military force of 
the United Sta'es from the Territory, deeming its 
presence absolutely necessary for the preservation of 
the regular government and the execution of the 
laws. 

In his very first dispatch to the Secretary of State, 
dated June 2, 1857, he says: 

"A most alarming movement, however, proceeds from 
the assembling of the* so-called Topeka Legislature, with 
the view to the enactment of au entire code of law.-". Of 
courr* it will be niy endeavor to vrevent fuch a rtsult, a. J 
it would lead to an inevitable and disastrous collision, and, 
iu fact, reuew civil war in Kansas." 

This was prevented by the efforts of Governor 
Walker, but soon he had to serd to General Harney 
to request bim to furnish a regiment of dragoons to 
proceed to the city of Lawrence, and this for the 
reason that be had received authentic intelligence, 
verified by his own actual observation, that a dan- 
gerous rebellion had occurred, involving open defi- 
ance of the laws and the establishment of an insur- 
gent government in that city. 

In the Governor's dispatcd of July 15, he informs 
the Secretary of State that — 

"The movement in Lawrence was the beginning of a plan, 
originating in that city, to organize an insurrection through- 
out the Territory, and especially in all the towns, cities, 
aud counties where the Lemiblican party have a majority. 
Lawrence is the hot-bed of all abolition movements in this 
Territory. It is the town established by the abolition .-o- 
cietieaofthe Kast. and, whilst there are a respectable 
number of people there, it is filled by a considerable num- 
ber of mercenaries, who are paid by the abolition societies 
to perpetuate and diffuse agitation throughout Kansas, and 
prevent the peaceful settlement of this question. Having 
tailed in inducing their own so-called Topeka State Leg- 
islature to organize this insurrection, Lawrence has com- 
menced it herself, and.Lf not arrested, rebellion will extend 
throughout the Territory." 

And again: 

"In order to send this communication immediately by 
mail, I must close, assuring you that the spirit of rebellion 
pervades the great mass of the Republican party of this 
Territory, imtigated, as I entertain no doubt they are, by 
Kastern societies, having in view reaulta most disastrous to 
the government and the l uion, and that the continued 
presence ot General JIarney is indispensable, as was origi- 
nally stipulated by me, with a Urge body of dragoons ana 



several batteries.' 

On the 20th of July, 1857. General Lane, under 
the authority of the Topeka Convention, undertook, 
as Governor Walker says — 

"To organize the whole Free State party into volunteers, 
and to take the names of all who refuse enrolment. The 
proposed object was to protect the polls at the election in 
August of a new ioeurgent Topeka State Legislature. The 
object in taking the names of all who refuse enrolment is 
to terrify the Free State conservatives into submission. 
This is proved by the recent atrocities committed on such 
men by the Toi>ekaites. The speedy location of Urge bod- 
ies of regular troops here with two batteries is necessary. 
The Lawrence insurgents await the developments of this 
new military organization." 

In the Governor's dispatch, of July 27, he says:

"Lane and his starTeverywhere deny the authority of the 
Territorial laws, and counsel a total disregard of these en- 
actments." 

Without making quotations of a similar character 
from other dispatches of Governor Walker, it ap- 
pears by reference to Secretary Stanton's communi- 
cation to General Cass on the 9th of December last, 
that "the important step of calling the Legislature 
together was taken after Governor Walker had be- 
come satisfied that the election ordered by the con- 
vention on the 21st instant could not be conducted 
without collision and bloodshed." So intense was the 
disloyal feeling among the enemies of the govern- 
ment established by Congress, that an election which 
afforded them opportunities, if in the majority, cf 
making Kansas a free State, according to their own 
profetstd de»ire, could not be conducted without col- 
lision and bloodshed. The truth is, that until the 
present moment the enemies of the existing govern- 
ment still adhere to their Topeka revolutionary con- 
stitutional government. The very first paragraph 
of the message of Governor Robinson, dated 7th of 
December, to the Topeka Legislature, now assem- 
bled at Lawrence, contains an open defiance of the 
laws and constitution of the United States. The 
Governor says: 

"The convention which framed the Topeka constituUon 
originated with the people of the Kansas Territory. They 
have adopted and ratified the same twice by a direct vote; 



also, indirectly. V. r< igh two electiors of State officers and 
ineinh. ru of the Ma"» L' gt-latur - yet it has pleased the 
Administration to r^ard the whole proceeding revolution- 
ary." 

The Topeka government, adhered to with such 
treasonable per.inncity, is a government in direct 
opposition to the existing government presented and 
reognized by Congress 

lc is nsu'pation wt the same fksfMttf as it would 
be for a portion of t ie pec pie of any State to under- 
take to e-tabli>h a -«-■{>.. ra e cv. eminent, within its 
limits, f.»r the purpose of rediessing any gri.varce, 
r^al or ima^ina-y, of which tbey might complain, 
Kgainst the 1-gitimate State government Such a 
principle, if carried into execution, would destroy 
all lawful autbority, and produce universal anarchy". 
From this statement of f-cts, the reason becomes 
palpable why the enemies of the government au- 
thorized by'Congress ha^e refu-ied to vote for the 
delegates to the Kansas Constitutional Convention, 
and also, afterwards, on the question of slavery, 
submitted by :t to the people. It is because they 
have even refused to sanction or recognize any other 
Co-8titution than that framed at Topeka. 

Had the whole Lecompton Constitution been ■sub- 
mitted to the tetqle. 'he adherents of this organ n- 
tion would doubtless have voted against it, because 
if successful they would thus have removed the 
obstacle.* out t.f the way of their own revolutionary 
constitution. They would have done this, not upon 
the consideration of the merits of the whole or part 
of the LeoMSpOM Constitution, but simply because 
they have OTMT resisted the authority of the govern- 
ment autboriz.d by Congress from which it emana- 
ted. 

Such l>eing the unfortunate condition of affairs in 
the Territory , that was the ri^ht as well as the duty 
of the liw-a'iiding jieople Weie th;y silently and 
patiently to submit to the Topeka usurpation, or to 
adopt the necessary measure to establish a constitu- 
tion under the authority of the organic law of Con- 
gress? That this Jaw : recognised the right of the 
people of the Territory, without an enabling act 
of Congress, to form a State constitution, is too clear 
for argument. 

Put Congress "to leave the people of the Territory 
perfectly f ree" in framing their constituti n "to form 
and regulate their domestic institutions in their own 
way, subject only to the Constitution of the United 
Stute*," and tVento ray that they shall not be per- 
mitted to proceed and frame their constitution in 
their own w ay, without express authority f.om Con- 
gress, appears to be almost a contradiction of terms. 
It would be much more plausible to contend that 
Cor -ress had no power to pass such an enabling act, 
than to argue that the people of a Territory might 
be kept out of the Union for an indefinite period, 
and until it might please**Congress to permit them 
to exercise the right ot self-government. This 
would be to adopt, rot their own way, but the way 
which Congress might prescribe. It is impossible 
that ary people could have proceeded with more 
regulirity in the formation of a constitution than 
the pet* pie of Kansas have done. 

It was necessary, first, to ascertain whether it was 
the desire of the peop'e to tie relieved from Territo- 
rial dependence, and establish a State government. 
For this purpose the Tentorial Legislature, in 1855, 
passed a law for taking the sense of the people of 
the Territory upon the expediency of calling a con- 
vention to form a State constitution. At the gene- 
ral election to*be held in October, 185C, the "sense 
of the people" was accordingly taken, and they de- 
cided in favor of a constitution. 

It is true that at this election the enemies of the 
Territorial government did not vote, because they 
were then engaged at Topeka, without the slightest 
pretext of lawful authority, in framing a constitu- 
tion of their ow n for subvtr ing the Territorial gov- 
ernment. In pursuance of tLis decision of the |»eo- 
ple in favor of the convention, the Territorial Leg- 
islature, on the 27th of February, 1857, passed an 
act for the election of delegates on the thiid A.'ouday 
cf June, 1857, to frame a S'ate constitution. 

This law is as fair in its provisions as any that 
ever pa-sed a legislative Ixnly for a similar purpose. 
The ri^ht of suffrage at this election is clearly and 
justly defined. Kvery b»na jide cit zen of the Uni- 
ted State*, above the age of twenty-one, and who 
had resided therein for three months previous to that 
date, was entitled to a vote. In ord r to avoid all 
interference from neighloring States and Territories 
with the freedom and fairness of the election, a pro- 
vision was nude for the registry of qualified voters, 
ar.d pursuant thereof nine thousand two hundred and 
Oil IP nut voters were registertd. Governor Walker 
did his whole duty in urging all qualified citizens of 
Kansas to vote at this election. In his inaugural 
address on the 27th of May be informed them that — 

••c'iiJ«-r our practice the t.rt liuiinary act of fiamim: a 
State constitution U unif»rmlv- performed through the in- 
strumentality of a convention of delegates chosen by the 
people themselvfS. That convention is now about to be 
elected by you under the ca'lof the Territorial Legislature, 
created and still recognized by the authority of Congre^, 
and clothed bv- it, bj the comprehensive language of the or- 
smalc law, with mil "|Miwer to make such an enactment. 
The Territorial Legislature, then, in assembling this con- 
vention were ful'y su-tained by tin* act ot Congress, and 
the authority of th*i convention is distinctly recognized in 
my instructions from the President of the United states." 

The Governor also c'early and distinctly informs 
them what would be the consequence if they did not 
participate in the election. The people of Kansas, 
then, he say?, "are invited by the highest authority- 
known to the constitution to participate freely and 
fairly iu the election of delegates to frame a consti- 
tution and State government." The law has per- 
formed its entire appropriate function when it ex- 
tends to the people the right of suffrage, but it can- 
not compel the performance of that duty. 

Throughout the whole Union, however, and wher- 
ever free government prevails, those who abstain 
from the exercise of the right of suffrage authorize 
those who do vote to act for them in that contingen- 
cy: and absentees are as much bound under the law 
and constitution, where there is no fraud or violence, 
by the act of the majority who do vote, as if all had I 
participated in the election. Otherwise, as voting 
must be voluntary, self-government would be im- 
practicable, and monarchy or despotism would re- 
main as the only alternative. 

It may also be observed that at this period any 
hopes, if such had existed, that the Topeka consti- 
tution would ever be recognized by Congress must 
have been abandoned. Congress had adjourned oa 
the 3d of March previous, having recognized the 
legal existence of the Territorial Legislature in a 
variety of forms, which I need not enumerate. In- 
deed, "the del . gate elected to the House of Repre- 
sentatives under a Territorial law had been admitted 
to a seat and had just completed his term of service 
the day previous to my inauguration. 

This was the propitious moment for settling all 
the difficulties of Kan. as— this the time for aban- 
doning the revolutionary Topeka organization, and 
for the enemies of the existing government to con- 
form to the laws and unite with its friends in 
framing a State constitution. But this they refused 
to do, and the consequences of their refusal to sub- 
mit to the lawful authority and vote at the election 
for delegates may yet prove to be of the most de- 
plorable character. Would that the respect for the 
taws of the land which so eminently distinguished 
the men of the past generation could lie revived. It 
is a disregard and violation of law which has for 
years kept the Territory of Kansas in a state of 
almost open rebellion against its government; it is 
the same spirit which has produced actual rebellion 
in Utah. Our only safety consists in obedience and 
conformity to the law. Should a general spirit 
against its enforcement prevail, this will prove fatal 
to us as a nation. We acknowledge no master but 
law, and, should we cut loose from its restraints and 
everyone do what seemeth good in his own eyes, our 
case would indeed be hopel-ss. The enemies of 
Territorial government determined still to resist the 
authority of Congress. Tbey refused to vote for the 
delegates to the convention, not because from cir- 
cumstances which I need not detail there was an 
omission to register the comparatively few voters 
who were inhabitants of certain counties in Kansas 
in the earlv spring of 1857, but because they had 
determined at all hazards to adhere to their revolu- 
tionary organization, and defeat the establishment 
of any other constitution than that which they bad 
framed at Toj»eka. The election was, therefore, 
suffered to pass by default; but of this result the 
qualified electors who refused to vote can never 
justly complain. From this review, it is manifest 
that the Lecompton convention, according to every 
principle of constitutional law, was legally consti- 
tuted and invested with power to frame a constitu- 
tion. 

The sacred principle of Popular Sovereignty has 
been invoked in favor of the enemies of law and 
order in Kansas; bnt in what manner is Popular 
Sovereignty to be exercised in this country if not 
through the instrumentality of established law? In

It was ot a diameter so paramount in respect to

their sovereign power to frame a constitution, enact 
laws, and perform many other important acts w ith- 
out requiring that these should be subject to their 
subsequent approbation. It would be a most incon- 
venient limitation of their own jwwer, imposed by 
the people upon thmiselves to exclude them from 
exercising their sovereignty in any lawful manner 
which they might think proper. It is true that the 
people of Kan«as might, if they had pleased, have 
required the Convention to submit the constitution 
to a popular vote, but this they have not done. 

The onlv remedy, therefore, in this case, is that 
which exists iu all other similar cases. If the del- 
egates who framed the Kansas constitution have in 
any manner violated the will of their constituents, 
the people always possess tbe power to change their 
constitution or laws according to theii own pleasure. 
The question of slavery was submitted to the elec- 
tion of the people on the 21st of Decemlier last, in 
ot>edience to the mandate of the constitution. Here 
again a fair opportunity was presented to the adhe- 
rents of the Topeka constitution, if they were the 
majority, to decids this exciting question "in their 
own way," and thus restore the peace of the dis- 
tracted Territory; but they again refused to exercise 
the richt of popular sovereignty, and again suffered 
lite election to pass by default. 1 heartily rejoice 
that a wise and better spirit prevailed among a large 
majority of these peop'e on the first Monday in Jan- 
uary, and that they did on that day vote under the 
Lecompton constitution for a Governor aud other 
State officers, a member of Congres«, and members 
of the Legislature. 

This election was warmly contested by the parties, 
and a larger vote polled than at any previous elec- 
tion in the Territory. We may now reasonably 
hope the revolutionary Topeka organization will be I 
s|>eedilv and formally ab.-.ndoned, and this wiil go 
far towanl a final settlement of the unhappy differ- 
ences in Kansas. 

If frauds have l»een committed at this election by 
one or both parties, the Legi-lature : nd people of I 
Kansas, under their constitution, know how to re- | 
dress t hem-elves and punish these detestable, but too 
common crimes without outside interference. The 
people of Kansas have then l, in their own way, and 
in strict accordance w ith the Organic Act, framed a 
constitution and State government, have submitted 
the all important question of slavery to the people, 
and have elected a Governor, a member of Congress, 
inemrer* of the State Legislature, and other State 
officers," and they now a.-k admission into the 
Union under this constitution, republican in its form. 
It is for Congress to decide whether they will admit 
or iv ject the State which has thus been created. 

For my own part I am decidedly in favor of its 
admission, aud thus terminating the Kansas ques- 
tion. This will carry out the great principle of non- 
intervention, sanctioned by the organic act, which 
declares iu express language in favor of the non-in- 
tervention of Congress with slavery in the States 
and Territories, leaving the people perfectly free to 
form and regulate their domestic institutions in their 
own way, subject only to the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States. In this manner, by localizing the ques- 
tion of slavery and confining it to the people who 
are immediately concerned,' every patriot anxiously 
expected that this question would be tianished from 
the halls of Congress, where it has always exerted 
a baneful influence throughout the country. It is 
proper that I should refer to the election held under 
the act of the Territorial Legislature, on the first 
Monday of January, on the Lecompton constitution. 
I This election was held after the Territory had been 
prepared for admission into the Union as a sovereign 
State, and when no authority existed in the Territo- 
rial Legislature which could possibly destroy its ex- 
istence or change its character. 

The election, which was peacefully conducted un- 
der my instructions, involved strange inconsisten- 
cies. A large majority of the persons who voted 
against the Lecompton constitution were at the same 
time and place recogt izing its valid existence ia tbe 
most solid and authentic manner by voting under 
its provisions. I have yet received no official inror- 
mation of the result of this election. As a question 
of expediency, after right has been maintained, it 
may be wise' to reflect upon the benefits to Kansas 
and the whole country that will result from its im- 
mediate admission into the Union as well as the dis- 
asters that may follow- its rejection. Domestic peace 
will be the happy consequence of the admission, 
and that fine Territory, hitherto torn by dissensions, 
will rapidly increase "in population and wealth and 
speedily realize the blessings and comfort which fol- 
low agriculture and mechanical industry. The peo- 
ple, then, will be sovereign, and can regulate their 
affairs in their own way. 

If the majority of them desire to abolish domestic 
slavery within the State there is no other possible 
mode dv which it can be effected so speedily as by 
its prompt admission. The will of the majority is 
supreme and irresistible, when expressed in an 
orderly and lawful manner. It can unmake consti- 
tution's at pleasure. It would be absurd to say that 
they can impose fetters upon their own power which 
thev cannot afterwards remove. If they could do 
this they might tie their own hands just as well for 
a hundred as for ten years. These are the funda- 
mental principles of American freedom, and are rec- 
ognized in some form by every State constitution, 
and if Congress in the act of admission should think 
proper to recognize them I cui perceive no objection. 
This has been done emphatica'ly in the constitution 
of Kansas. It declares in its bill of rights that "all 
political power is inherent in the people," and all 
free mvernments are founded on their authority and 
instituted for their benefit, and therefore have at all 
times an inalienable and indefeasible right to alter, 
reform, and abolish their form of government, in 
such manner as they may think proper. 

The great Sta'e of New York is at this moment 
governed under a constitution framed and establish- 
ed in direct opposition to the mode prescribed by a 
prev ; ous constitution If, therefore, a provision 
changing the constitution of Kansas after the year 
1861 could by possibility be construed into a prohi- 
bition to make sucb change previous to that period 
of prohibition, it would be w holly unavailing. The 
Legislature already elected may at its first session 
submit the question to a vote of the people whether 
thev will or not have a convention to amend their 
constitution, and adoot all necessary means for giv- 
ing effect to the popular will. 

It has been solemnly adjudged by the highest 
judicial tribunal that slavery exists in 



Kv-en if this were a question of mere expediency, 
and not oi right, a small difference of time one way 
or the other is not of the least importance when con- 
trasted with the evils which must necessarily result 
to the whole country from the revival of the slavery 
agitation. In considering thi* question it should 
never be forgotten that in proportion to its insig- 
nificance, let tbe decision be what it miy, so far as it 
may affect a few thousand inhabitants of Kan<a«, 
who have from the ttetrinning resisted tbe constitu- 
tion and the laws, for this very reason the rejection of 
the constitution will be so much the more 
felt by the people of fourteen States of the I n 
where slavery is recognized under tbe con-<titti 
of the United States. Again, the speedy admL 
of Kansas into the Union will restore peace and 
quiet to the whole country. Already the affairs of 
that Territory have engrossed an undue proportion 
of public attention, and have sadly -affected the 
friendly relations of the people of the States with 
each other, and alarmed the fears of patriots for the 
safety of the Union. 

Kansas once admitted, the excitement liecorues lo- 
calized, and would soon die awav for want of outside 
aliment; and then every difficulty could be fettled 
by the ballot-box. Resides, and no t riding consider- 
ation, I shall lie enabled to withdraw tbe troops from 
Kansas and employ them on a service where they 
are muwh reeded. The* hive been kept there on 
the ea'nest importunity of Governor Walker, to 
maintain the existence of the Territorial government 
and secure the execution of tbe laws. He consider- 
ed at least 2,000 regular troops, under the command 
of (leneral Harney, necessary. Actinc upon his re- 
liable information, I ha\c l*een obliged in some de- 
gree, to interfere with {he expedition to Utah, in 
order to keep down the rebellion in Kansas, which 
has involved very heavy expense to the Govern- 
ment. Kansas once admitted, it is believed there 
will no longer be occasion there for the troop*. 

I have thus rierformed my duty iu this impor- 
tant questittn under a deep sense of my responsibili- 
ty to God and to the country. My public life will 
terminate in a brief period, and I have no other object 
of earthly ambition than to 1-ave my country in a 
peaceful and proqierous condition, and 'o live in the 
affections and respect of mv countrymen. 

The dark and ominous cl >uds now impending over 
the Union, I conscientiou-ly believe w>U be dissi- 
pited, with honor to every portion of it by the 
admission of Kansas during the present session of 
Congress; w hereas, if sh<* should l*e r*j«4:ted, I great- 
ly fear these cloud.-, will become darker and'mnre 
ominous than ever yet threatened the Constitution 
and the Uuion.

A Colored Man Sold into Slarerv.—An intorestina rase 
has been brought to the notice of Ma» or Tiemann. of v» 
Y»rk city, in which there is alleged the kidnapi ing .*t i 
colored man. who formerly lived in th»t city, and the sell- 
ins of him to Virginia as a slave. The name of the alluded 
k : d apper is Mason Thomas, and ihat of the colored man 
George Ande son. Thomas soi l Anderson in Kirhmond. 
Va , inst-ting that he was his slave. Owing to the jwntis- 
tent assertions of Anderson to the contrary, and circum- 
stances which developed themselves subsequent to the sale, 
Thomas was arrested by the Richmond authorities and ta- 
ken bt*fo>-e the Mayor. On hearing the statements of the 
parties. Mayor Mayo was inclined to believe the allegations 
of the colored man, and has written to Mayor Tiemann 
the circumstances. The proofs of Anderson's freedom 
have been forwarded to Richmond.
